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Rl< MARKS 

In response lo Iho Final Office Action mailed on January 13, 2005, and in conjunction 
willi the concurrently filed Request for Continued Examination, a copy of which is attached, 
Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration based on the above claim amendments and the 
following remarks. Applicant respectfully submits that the claims as presented are in condition 
for allowance, Claims 1-20 arc pending in the application. Claims 1 , 9> 16 and 20 have been 
amended. No new mnller has been entered. The amendments to the claims are fully supported 
in the specification, see for example pages 4 and 5 of the .specification. 

Claim Rejection s Under 35 U. S.C. $ 10300 

Claims 1-20 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C, § 103(a) as being allegedly unpatentable 
over Microsoft Passport in view ofU.S, Patent No. 5,5)66,705 issued to Koncru et al. (hereinafter 
''Koncru"). 

For an obviousness rejection to be proper, the Examiner must meet the burden of 
establishing that all elements of the invention are disclosed in the prior art; that the prior art 
relied upon, coupled with knowledge generally available in the art at the time of the invention, 
must contain some suggestion or incentive that would have motivated the skilled artisan to 
modify a reference or combined references; and thai the proposed modification of the prior art 
must have had a reasonable expectation of success, determined from the vantage point of the 
skilled artisan at the lime the invention was made. In re Fine, 5 U.S.P.Q.2d 15%, 1598 (l r cd. 
Ch\ 198S); /// Rc Wilson, 165 U.S.P.Q. 494, 496 (C.C.P.A. 1970). 

This rejeclion is respectfully traversed because Microsoft Passport in view of Koncru 
does not teach or suggest all of the elements in Claims 1-20. 

Claim 1 recites a method for providing information on a plurality of users to a plurality of 
requestors over the Interact. The method comprises: storing inform ation on the plurality of 
user s in a dat abase loca ted on a cookie man agement sys tem and associating the infor mation with 
h pl urali ty of keys, receiving a req uest at the c ookie management s ystem for information on a 
particular user from a requestor over the Internet; receivin g a, key associated with the request 
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at the cookie management system f rom the re questor over the Internet, the key associated wilh 
the request included in a cookie on a machine of the particular user, wherein the key associated 
with die request was retrieved from the machi ne of the particular user by the re questor and thu 
machine of the particular user does not have access to the cookie mana gement system: using the 
key associated with lhc request to retrieve the information on the particular user from the 
database; and forwarding Ihe information on lhc particular user to the requestor over the Internet. 

Applicant submits thai Microsoft Passport in view of Koneru does not teach or suggest at 
least the element ^ storing information on the plurality of users in a database located on a cookie 
management system and associating the information wilh a plurality of keys; receiving a request 
at Ihe cookie management system ...from a requestor ... and receiving a key associated with the 
request at the cookie management system from the requestor . . . the key associated with Ihe 
request included in a cookie on a machine of the particular user . . . the key asso ciate d with the 
rcmicst w as retrieved from the machin e of the parti cular user by the requestor and th e machine of 
the part icular user docs no t have access to t he cookie management system " as recited in Claim 1 , 

Jn contrast, Microsoft Passport teaches collecting customization information for an end- 
user and storing it in a central location. Microsoft Passport also teaches that there is direct 
communication (access) between the passport server (cookie management system) and the end- 
user machine (machine of the particular user). Microsoft Passport docs not teach that 4£ thc 
machine of the particular user docs not hove access to Ihe cookie management system" as recited 
in Claim 1. The addition of the teaching of Koncru does not cure this deficiency. Koncrn 
teaches a user system wilh a cookie accessing a website that contains customization information 
associated wilh the user. Koncm is directed to allowing a server to have a single copy of a 
customization database that may be shared between secure and non-secure areas of the website. 
There is direct communication (access) between the website with the customization information 
(cookie management system) and lhc user machine (machine of the particular user). Therefore, 
neither Microsoft Passport nor Koncrn combined or individually teach all of the elements of 
Claim 1 . Specifically, Microsoft Passport in view of Koneru docs not teach that "the machine of 
the particular user does not have access to the cookie management system*' as recited in Claim t . 
For at least this reason, Claim 1 is patentable over Microsoft Passport in view of Koneru. 
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Hccausc they depend from Claim 1, Claims 2-8 mid 14 arc also patentable over MicrosoA 
Passport in view ofKononi. 

Claims 9 recites the clement "the user's machine does not have access to the cookie 
management system" and Claim 16 recites the element "the machine of the particular user docs 
not have access to the cookie management system. 11 Because Claims 9 and 16 include elements 
(hat arc similar to Claim 1 , Claims 9 and 1 6 arc patentable over Microsoft Passport in view of 
Koneru for at least the same reasons that Claim 1 is patentable over Microsoft Passport in view 
of Konum. Because they depend from Claim 9, Claims 10-1 3 and 15 are patentable over 
Microsoft Passport in view of Koncru for at least the same reasons advanced with respect to 
Claim 9, Hccausc they depend from Claim 16, Claims 1 7-1 0 are patentable over Microsoft 
Passport in view of Koneru for at least the same reasons advanced with respect to Claim 16, 

Conclu sion 

In view of the foregoing remarks and amendments, Applicant submits that the abovc- 
idcnLidcd application is now in condition for allowance. Early notification to this effect is 
respectfully requested.
